the diadems of the Monteziimas and 
a fab ulously rich necklace of gold and 
precious 
chalchiuhuites—the 
rarest 
of gems. 
According to Mr. Keny on 
their hiding place is also indicated, 
b eing one of the m any caves in the 
vicinity of Texococo. 
So far the Mexican government has 
taken no action in the m atter.

Sierra, the secretary of

struction, has advised Ing| Leopolds) 
Batres, inspector of archeological af­ 
fairs, to take the case tinder con­ 
sideration.

In the m eantim e the Aztec 
codex in question has b een placed iii 
the strongest vault in the City of 
Mexico. 
In order to reach the cave in which 
the treasure is said to b e hidden it 
will b e necessary to drive a long itni- 
nel in a mountain. 
Mr. Keny on has 
offered the Mexican governm ent all 
finds of archeoogical value that may 
b e made, b eing content with the pots 
of gold and the gold chains as his 
share. 
In view* of the fact that sev­ 
eral capitalists are b ehind the ven­ 
ture it is surnii.sed that the quantitv 
of gold stored in the moiintains must 
b e tremendous. The treasure hunters 
themselves have b een exiremly rticnt 
on This point. 
The cniy statement 
they have made regarding the codex 
is that it i.< w ritten on papy rus made 
from the maguey plant. 
There is a great deal of historical 
data regarding this treasure.

It is now generally 
rielieveii that the few* oflieials of the 
Aztec governm ent who knew of the
